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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment filed 03/1 2/2009. Claims 9- 
28 are pending and an action on the merits is as follows. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 03/12/2009, with respect to 
independent claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. Cancellation of 
claims 1-3 and 6-8, is rendered moot rejections of claims (1-3 and 6-8) are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 9, 11, 20, 25 prior art of records fail to teach or suggest the 

combination of limitations set forth in claims 9,11, 19, 20, 25 : Specifically for the 
limitation "a first optically transparent and electrically conductive layer, an organic layer 
including a light-emitting layer, a second optically transparent and electrically conductive 
layer, and a first optically reflective and electrically conductive layer in order.... and of 
the second pixels including a second organic electro-luminescence element which 
includes a second optically reflective and electrically conductive layer, the first optically 
transparent and electrically conductive layer, the organic layer including the light- 
emitting layer, and the second optically transparent and electrically conductive layer in 
order" in combination with other features of the present claimed invention. 
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Regarding claims 10, 12-19, 21-24 and 26-28, these claims are allowable for 
the reasons given for claims 9, 1 1 , 20 and 25 respectively; and because of their 
dependency status on these claims.
